Remarkable Escape of a Wounded Chinese—Loss to the 


Company Will Amount to $10,000—No One 


Can Tell How the Accident Happened 


SOBRANTE, Julv 14—The mixing house of the Giant Powder 


Company at this place was \\iped off the face of the earth today by an 
explosion which took place at 7 -40 o'clock. 


Eight human beings lost their lives and one _man was injured. 


One- of -the dead «as a white man, the others were Chinese. ^^^ 


BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


All of the dead were blo\\n practically to atoms 
The injured 


Chinese \\as blown out into the bay for a distance of about thirty 
feet, and then walked to the shore, having sustained only a few slight 
injuries.

The building was a.bout one hundred and fifty by one hundred 


feet in dimensions and was composed of frame with sheet iron robf- 
ing. The loss is variously estimated, but will probabh amount ito 
$10,000.

CANNOT IDENTIFY DEAD.

All those who might be able to grve information on the subject 


are dead, and more than that there is nothing of them left by means 
of wh'ich the remains can be identified. 


The nearest individual to the scene of the explosion was the in- 


jured Chinese Wang Hea. 


He was outside near the mixing plant at the time of the explosion. 


He felt the effects of it, but had no idea as to what had occasioned it.

in number. 


SWEPT CLEAN. 


It was swept out of existence in the twinkling of an eye as effect- 


ually as if it had been razed to the ground by an all-consuming flame 
Building, stock, machinery, everything, save a-dismantled 
engine 


took wings, and the wreck of the motor left behind is valueless even 
as junk. 


The force of the explosion tore up the small railroad track upon 


which cars are loaded and hauled to the shipping plant ,'near Giant

haps about fifteen or twenty minutes

Not content with going afte 
me day in and day out through thel 
news columns, they have had editor 
ials in which they have averred tha 
I have been guilty of improper prac 
tices in connection with my profession 
that I have even induced Judges t 
favor my clients irrespective of th

Association here today, former Assistant

New York, spoke on "money-phobia."- 
Air. Beck said the signs of the times In- 


dicate a growing feeling of social dis- 
content wnich hnds It chief expression 
In indiscriminate abuse of we&ltn. 
Tne 
agitation, he declared, is not confined to 
the ignorant, the envious or the malicious. 
The recent commencement season he 


said, unmistakeably indicated that the 
educated men are disinterested consider- 
ing the phenomena of business in their 
moral aspects. 
Their deliverances teem 
with woeful jeremiads at the veil of the 
times and the decease of morals. 
"Primarily, at 'least among the con- 


scientious critics tof the times," he con- 
tinued, "the present discontent is due to 
the profound 
dissatisfaction 
with 
the 
code of commercial morals. Abuses of 
trusts have run riot. They are not. as I 
believe, due to the fact that men are 
essentially 
less 
honest 
than previous 
generations, but in part to the intoxica- 
tion ' that inevitably 
marked 
the 
mosl 
rapid and extraordinary period of com- 
mercial expansion that the world has 
ever known and also to the artlficia 
character of our commercial machinery 
The complex subdivision of social office 
has caused a certain diffusion and there- 
fore weakening of moral responsibility. 
"That official creation of the law—th< 
corporation—with the legal fiction that i 
Is a moral personality has been a pandora 
box from which infinite good and evil has 
proceeded. 
The surpassing difficulty o 


adapting this might instrumentality 
civilizaton to the moral 
needs of 
the 


age must be apparent. 
The solution of 
this problem surpasses all others in im- 
portance. 
Its just solution will require 
dispassionate consideration, not intem- 
perate action."

To restore personal liberty provided by the constitution and to prevent 


further oppression of the common people by organizations of either Labor or 
Capital, American Citizens have associated together under the name of the 
Citizens' Industrial Ass'n of .America. 


Every citizen, male or female, of legal,age is eligible to membership. 
Br.ancb.es are now being established in. cities, villages and communities 


to the end 'that local conditions can be met, relying upon assistance from 
the -National Ass'n when necessary. 


. Great, .numbers. of the, common.-people suffer m purse, person and prop- 


erty; by the; oppressive acts ..of a comparatively Email nuinber of citizens or- 
ganized for selfish ends. A ibeef • trust originally organized,' perhaps, for de- 
fense against destrubtive competition, gains power and uses - that power for 
oppression. Similar procedure marks the acts of Capital trusts of the vari- 
ous kinds; their real' purpose being to force more money from the people 
than the natural laws of trade would permit. 


Given, unrestrained power we wjould see, in the case of a beef or flour 


trust, people starved into submission. 


A Labor trust has grown up, originally intended for defense and benefit 


to its members, but, having gained power, we see that power used for the 
most grievous oppression of the people and .often of its own members. 


The work of. these trusts places before, the people the facts in a clear 


light." 


They are organizations of the few, for the despoliation of the many. 
They are conducted for selfish purposes, in the interests of the members 


and opposed to the welfare of the public. 
•

These trusts include but a small proportion of the people, but so great 


is the power of united, .organized action that we see the small minority rule 
the great majority and .seriously to the detriment of the people at larga 
Therefore in the frequent clashes between . capital and the labor trusts the 
citizens are subjected to numerous indignities and losses. 


The startling statement is made tha.t while the fire losses in this country 


for one year were $140,006,484.00 the strike losses for the same period wers 
$114,117,426.00. For the protection of the people and to;save them from such 
enormous loss it is necessary to me&t organization by' counter organization. 
In the case of the labor trust we see about .two million men organized in dic- 
tate to the balance of the 80 million citizens. The proportion is about 20 
to 780. The 20 are organized, the .780 are now organizing for protection. 


That protection will be insured, not necessarily by the destruction of 


either Capital or. labor trusts (Unions), but by the superior power of the 
Associations of Citizens to restrain and prevent overt acts of tyrajmy.. 


The oppressive methods of the labor trusts have been particularly repre- 


hensiBle arid dangerous. 
They order railway and .trolley lines "tied up'-' and 


untold loss to citizens and communities results. They "order" manufactur- 
ing industries closed, and .^boycott, picket, assault and 
murder, 
to 
force 


obedience. They riot and .attack other workmen when unloading perishable 
merchandise from cars or ships. They stop the operation of mines and the 
production of coal, copper, silver and go!4, and a,t times dynamite and destroy 
the properties and lives of other workmen. They disturb and stop the busi- 
ness operations of great cities, gather mobs in the streets, insult, assault and 
murder citizens. They harass and Interfere -with owners, contractors and 
workmen .on buildings^ public and private, resulting in the abandonment of 
proposed '.investments and. stopping the Distribution of millions of dollars 
among the people. ' They threaten and intimidate citizens and public officials 
who decline to obey their "orders." They seek to force the passage of lawt 
:hat would prevent the courts from protecting the people. 
They- endeavor 


to destroy the militia, oppose and attack the army, the police 
and other 


peace protectors «f the citizens. They set fire to property, maim and murder 
and bring false testimony -ajid perjury of their members to place the respon- 
sibility upon innocent persons, and when powerful enough they endeavor to 
prevent the harvesting of crops i.Tom the vineyards aJid fields of our farmers. 


Their'acts are 'employed to • stop' or destroy industries', Subjecting the 


people and the country, to .untold; losses and harm and.we see the operations 
of this tnist rob the .citizen of his personal liberty, a heritage won by the 
fathers In blood and which must not and will not be surrendered'by the 
sons >upbn 'command of ,any organization .seeking.'gain of money and power 
all other citizens.

The 'power of this .dangerous trust has been centred .in tae hands of a 


lew leaders-.who frequently control operations to gather large sums of money 
for themselves. "This power is so great that they override the1 wishes of tiie 
peaceable members of the unions and force them into idleness with the alter- 
native of being beaten or perhaps murdered. Literally thousands of .upright 
American 'citizens.'are forced to strike, associate with, be under control of 
.he- lawless leaders and.bear the odium of the iniquities, helpless to protect 
.hemselves or the principles of justice, manhood and freedom inherent in 
them.

These conditions .have become insufferable and demand relief. -They point 


•whfle recognizing the need of organization of workmen, deeply deplore the':-J 
condition into which most unions nave been placed by the noisy, violent ele- 
ment that has gained control and subjected the peaceful and high grade work, 
man to indignities beyond endurance. He is forced to accept the pay of «Jle 
botch and robbed of any incentive for good service and high grade work. He . 
is fined by the leaders for expressing a diverse opinion and Is forced to "strike 
or go to the hospital or the grave." These are not the conditions in 'many 
small cities where the labor trust is weak. They arc the condition* where ths 
trust is powerful enough to force them. 


Seeing an opportunity to regain his personal freedom, without deserting 


or breaking: up his union, the patriotic and thrifty union man joins with the 
Citizens in the army of defense. With the. Citizens in control he may work 
or quit as his. Judgment dictates and his persons!'safety will be insured, tor 
his neighbors and fellow citizens stand with him. • The officer* apd leaders of 
the labor trust and the violent editors of labor papers prevent union men from 
joining the Citizens' Association, if'possible. All slave owners : hold their 
slaves to the last extremity. 
.

But the union man who takes a stand against the Interests of his local 


town, by refusing to join with his neighbors to preserve the peace and keep in- 
dustries active, by such act announces himself as an alien, in sympathy with 
tyranny by the trust over the individual, In sympathy with the damaging and 
destructive work and opposed to a guarantee of peace, prosperity and personal 
liberty. Such aliens require the'restraining hand of superior power to pre- 
vent them becoming dangerous. 
. 


To the home-owning, and right rhinded Union man the Citizens' Assocte- 
tion provides a haven of safety and comfort, for it puts forth the mighty hanJ 
of the public to prevent strikes and lockouts. It insists upon steady contin- 
uance of industry and fthe settlement of differences by appeal to the executive 
committee of the local Association composed equally of workmen and em- 
ployers. This committee will sift the facts while the work goes on peace- 
fully, the wages continue, the families are fed, the luoney continues to flow 
into the city and prosperity is uninterrupted. 


When a decision is reached after careful weighing of all the details, that 


decision will be made public as an expression of the community through their 
representatives. Thus public opinion, that absolute, ultimate ruler In affairs 
of this republic, that greatest power we have, will b« brought to bear to set- 
tle differences. 
No trust either of capital or labor ean long maintain oppres- 


sive methods when under the ban of public opinion. 
There will be cases where a labor union will not be upheld by the citi- 


zens committee and will refuse to accept-the decision. No compulsion what- 
ever will be used to force the members of that union to sell their labor lower 
than they think It worth; upon.'recelpt 'of the adverse decision they can. ftrit 
work and sell their labor elsewhere, leaving the manufacturer to the neces- 
sity of buying his laborvwbSre he can. 
But no interference whatever will b« 


permitted either with the workmen who desire to sell their labor at the pries 
the committee find to be reasonable, or with the employer in keeping bis works 
running • and his product selling.

The slogan of the 780 is "no interference with any of our people In their 
usual methods of earning a living," and the 20 out' of the 800 must obey. Again, 
the decision may be against the employer and hj refuse to comply with it. No 
compulsory-violence, will be used to compel .him to part, with his money con- 
trary to his right of personal liberty, but the powerful hand of public opinion 
of his neighbors and fellow citizens will steadily and surely press him to the 
right or to give way to a'.more just employer. .

No trust or individual owners of trolley or street car lines rhaJl lock out 
the men and stop the service the people have become accustomed to, baaed, 
many of their investments in homes and otherwise upon, and acquire! an ac- 
tual vested right therein, nor shall any labor trust be permitted to rob th>s 
public of that service by stopping cars..

. No independent butcher shall be crushed out by the beef trust", and no oil 
dealer by the oil trust; no merchant, newspaper or public official shall be boy- 
cotted by the labor trust, for such acts of tyranny will Joe widely proclaimed, 
before the citizens and actual experience demonstrates beyond question Utac 
the-tyranny is crushed out. Let it. be remembered that, this mass movenswit; 
of citizens does not contemplate nor advocate the abolition of capital, trusts' 
or of labor trusts (unions). Each'seems a balance wbeel'.for the dither 'and 
peacefully and lawfully managed, they can be made to work for economy and 
protection' to their members, but as now managed they both prey upon the 
unorganized great third party, the common people, found to be a rich field 
for loot. It seemed a natural step In .evolution for trusts of', capital and labor 
to organize. It is even more clearly an act of destiny and "necessity that the 
common people organize for defense and that tho superior, organization rule, 
for justice and peace.

Be it remembered that this National Association with Its allied branches 


Is not.conducted in the interest of manufacturers, merchants, or labor -unions, 
but solely in.the interest of the common people. Its President, C. W. Post; 
Secretary, J. A. Emery, and Treasurer, A. C. Roscncranz, with a large execu- 
tive committee, are'men with national reputations for fearless and unpurchas- 
able integrity.

What the Chinese Want. 


The Chinese Free Press of San Francisco is not impressed with 


the President's recent order regarding the interpretation and en- 
foreement of the exclusion act. It is not the way the law is enforced 
that concerns the Free Press editor; he wants the law itself repealed; 
he wants all laws which restrict Chinese immigration to these shores 
wiped off the statute books. Nothing else will content him, and he 
cheers on the boycott till that is done. He declares that the Presi- 
dent has not administered a corrective for the evils complained of, 
but has simply reiterated the provisions of the law as it is written. 
Speaking of the President's order our Chinese contemporary sa> s. 


"A most cursory reading of this document will show that ^Mr 


Roosevelt has not administered a corrective for the evils complained 
of, but has simply reiterated, with something of verbal surplusage, 
the provisions of the law as it is already written. The Chinese, be 
it understood, do not object to the law, but to its mal-administration 
The order simply says to the officers to whom certain duties are al- 
lotted that if they neglect those duties they will be -'fired.' 
As per- 


formance of dut> and the penalty of dismissal attaches to all appoin- 
tees, it cannot be claimed that the President has startled^ the comttr} 
by devising a new plan to meet the 'Chinese question.' 
He very 


prettily says that 'the law must 'be enforced without harshness, and 
all unnecessary inconvenience and annoyance toward those persons 
—that is those armed with certificates—entitled to enter the United 
States must be scrupulously avoided,' and then nullifies his apparent 
good intention by ordering that 'if there is a reason to believe that 
any certificate has been improperly issued, or is being improperly 
used, a thorough investigation will be made into its issuance."" 


This is followed bv an attack on the law and upon the officials 


charged with its enforcement. 
It is broadly stated that the investiga- 


tions conducted by the Immigration Bureau are a mere covei for 
blackmail 
"It is in these investigations," says the Free Press, "that 


the successful blackmailing and bribery are carried on by threats of 
deportation, detention in the shed and accompanying brutalities, ex- 
cessive -attorneys' fees, and all the minor acts of 'harshness' which the 
President so feelingly deprecates, unices quick payments are made to 
the investigator." 


So, our laws are bad, but our officials are worse. We must not 


only repeal the law, but the service must be reformed before this 
captious Mongolian critic will be placated. 


Isn't the puce asked for Chinese trade rather high? And does 


not such language as what follows indicate a degree 
of insolence 


somewhat revolting to the American stomach: 


"If he (the President) further neglects to do this, and still per- 


mits his own direct or remote appointees to pillage and maltreat in- 
nocent parties while exercising their lawful rights, what shall we say 
of the power to enforce laws or the sincerity of the head of the U. S. 
Government?" 


The unreasoning trepidation caused by 
the 
Chinese 
boycott 


seems to have inflamed the Oriental mind \vith the idea that it is 
only necessary to push home the little advantage gained and Congress 
will hasten to pull down the bars while the President will apologize 
hat in hand for ever intimating that the Chinese should not have the 
free run of the United States and the best in the house. We are un- 
der the impression, however, that the broadsides of the Free Press 
will strengthen rather than weaken exclusion sentiment. 


The Georgia Legislature, composed almost exclusively of Demo- 


crats, has passed resolutions calling on Congress to repeal the Chinese 
exclusion law. Out here the Democratic organs are vociferously as- 
serting that the administration is pulling' down the barriers against 
Chinese immigration. It is to be observed, however, that both the 
President and Secreta-y Taft have emphatically declared in favor of 
the exclusion law. 


The emplo>ing printers of San Francisco who have locked their 


employes out admit that they ha\e violated a written agreement en- 
tered into with the Typographical Union, but allege asx excuse that 
they were forced into making the agreement by threats of a strike. The 
excuse is poor enough at best, but in this instance it is without merit 
at all. The proposition for an eight-hour day for a fixed rate of com- 
pensation came from the employers 
The compositors made a de- 


mand for an increase in wages of fifty cents a day, and the employers 
proposed an eight-hour clay at the old rate as a compromise. Now 
they are deliberately going back on their own proposition. 
Their 


action indicates that theie is some truth in the assertion that they 
have been persuaded and bullied into lepudiating their agreement by 
the Citizens' Alliance 
And it is not amiss to remark that the last 


teamsters strike in San Francisco was brought about in precisely the 
same waj. 


The nervous persons who have been exciting themselves with 


the fear that Secretary Taft would give permission for the erection 
of any soit of an old bridge across Carqumez Straits may now quiet 
down 
It has been discovered that no one can throw a bridge across 


navigable waters unless authorized to do so by act of Congress or 
the State Legislatuie 
Secretary Taft stated that he would not take 


the bridge matter up till after his return from the Philippines in Octo- 
ber, but his statement seemed to weigh little with certain public- 
spirited editors who ostentatiously mounted guard over the strait and 
announced that its free navigation should not be interfered with even 
if they had to holler their heads off. As a fact, Secretary Taft is only 
collecting technical data which the War Department will sumbit to 
Congress when it meets in December.

There is a growing suspicioii that the Czar sent Rojestvensky's 


fleet out to be sunk by the Japs to prevent the crews from revolting 
and joining the insurrection. Russian policy is said to be very pro- 
found. 


The South and Ireland. 


The Stockton Record compares Ireland to the South. The com- 


parison is unfortunate. There is no analogy between the States for- 
merly in rebellion and the "Emerald Isle. 
All laws in this country 


operate alike in every State, which is not and never was the case in 
Ireland, which has been governed by a special set of statutes having 
no application in either England or Scotland. 
Nor is it true that the 


South enjoys an undue proportion of strength in Congress and the 
Electoral College as compared with the North. The Federal con- 
stitution commands that representation in Congress be based on the 
total number of inhabitants—not the number of electors who exercise 
the franchise—and does not make voting compulsory. 
Because a 


much larger proportion of men vote in the North than in the South 
is no evidence that the South enjoys a disproportion of representa- 
tion. 


Nor is it fair to assume that the Southern States are analagous 


to Ireland in other respects. The Irish are held in subjection against 
their will, and are denied the right of local self-government. 
In 


the South every State has its own Legislature which enacts all laws 
relating to local administration and the right of a Southern State in 
this respect is equal to the right of any other State. 


The proposition tentatively before the British Parliament is to 


make population the basis of representation in the House of Com- 
mons. Such a basis has never before been established, although some 
of the glaring inequalities of the borough system have been correct- 
ed by successive acts of Parliament. 
The object of the 
proposed 


measure is to decrease the representation of Ireland and increase that 
of England, Scotland and Wales. On its face it is equitable enough, 
but it involves a breach of faith. 


By the Act of Union, by which Irish autonomy was abolished, 


Ireland was given an arbitrary representation of 103 members in 
the House of Commons and 24 elective peers."' At that time Ireland 
had nearly as many inhabitants as England and three times as many as 
Scotland. Hence her representation was grossly inadequate to her 
population. Now it is proposed to violate one of the conditions on 
which Irish autonomy was surrendered. 
But-when did.England ever 


keep faith with Ireland? 


A Texas Philanthropist. - 


San Francisco reveres the memory of James Lick as a public 


benefactor of the noblest type. Mr. Lick gave some $1,700,000 to 
various public purposes. He endowed the Academy of Sciences and 
the Lick Observatory, made provision for public baths and the erec- 
tion of a monument in Golden Gate Park to Francis Scott Key, the 
author of the "Star Spangled Banner," and a group of statuary in 
front of the city hall as a memorial to the early settlement of Cali- 
fornia. He also made the Society of Pioneers his residuary legatee. 
His name is deservedly honored in this State. 


But the little city of Galveston, Texas, can furnish a benefactor 


of even a nobler type than James Lick. Henry Rosenberg came to 
Texas as^a poor Swiss immigrant arid became the richest citizen of 
Galveston. He gave between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 to public 
benefactions, much of it during his life time. He built a magnificent 
schaolhouse, a public library, a stately building for the Y. M. C. A., 
an/old women's home and Grace Episcopal Church, and endowed 
several of the institutions very liberally. 
He erected a splendid 


monument in memory of the pioneers of the Republic of Texas and 
placed sixteen drinking fountains in different parts of the city. 


When will some rich citizen of Oakland emulate James Lick and 


Henry Rosenberg, and endear his memory to a grateful posterity? 
This city is sadly in need of some memorials to taste and public spirit.

--appeared and made oath to an important document. In this case, the 
•only hope of extraditing Collins rests upon the perjured oath he took 
/when he declared that he was never married to the woman who has 
passed as his wife for sixteen years. Had the trick he attempted to 
'play with 'connivance of the notary not been discovered, the chance 


• to extradite and bring him to punishment would .have been lost.

to the sense of smell; and that it was really useless to the stomach, as 
well as a nuisance, because of the disposition of its nastiness to manifest 
Itself in the breath. 


Immediately there started all sorts of arguments 
about .the 
onion, 


many taking the part of .the now crushed and down-trodden vegetable. 


Strange to say, these arguments Crew so heated that lifetime friends re- 


fused to speak, brothers quarreled, and In one instance an engagement was 
broken off because the prospective groom carried In his pocket an onion for 
the purpose, he said, of demonstrating the contention that It bad tacte. 


In endeavoring to settle the whole dispute the 
Alliance of Women's 


Clubs convened In extraordinary session and adopted

Whereas, The Apostle Paul, In his letter to the Romans, doubtless r«-

Beverly Letcher of Ber- 


keley Takes a Dose 


of Poison, 


SAN FRANCISCO. Jply 18—A pain- 


ful scene was enacted in the Bmergeri 
cy Hospital last night when the aged 
mother- at Beverly Letcher, a well 
known clubman and chief loon clerk 
of the San Francisco Savings Bank 
with a tearful face raised heavenwarc 
Implored the Creator to save her son 
from death. Letcier, who is 
wel 


Known in Berkeley, was discovered 
unconscious in a room in the Biggins 
Hotel, on O"Parrel] street, shortly al- 
ter 7 o'clock last evening. He was ap- 
parently suffering from opium pois- 
oning, anfi, It being realized that Im- 
mediate medical assistance was nec- 
essary, the young man was hurriei 
to the hospital. There Dr. O. S. Ku- 
clch worked over the patient for sev- 
eral bourse without satisfactory re- 
sults, and at midnight It was not ex- 
pected that lietcher would recover. 
It is believed that Letcher took poi- 
son with suicidal Intent after a quar- 
rel with Marian Pennington, who con- 
ducts a rooming-house at 311 Granl 
avenue, and with whom he had been 
living. Shortly after Letcher was ta- 
ken to the hospital 'the Pennington 
woman called there and represented 
.herself as his sister. 
Her identity 


soon became known, and she was fln- 
.ally turned over to Detectives "Wren 
and Reynolds, to whom she related her 
story of her relations with Letcher. 


According to her statement she had 
been with I/etcher for 
three years, 
Three days ago they quarreled and 
sie Informed her lover that she was 
tired oC him and proposed to leave 
him. 
Letcher implored her not 
to 
leave him and she agreed to meet him 
at luncheon on Tuesday. During the 
meal the 
Pennington 
woman 
told 
Letcher that she did .not want to • see 
him again, to which' declaration he 
replied, "If you do not return to me I 
will be dead tomorrow night." 
Apparently Letcher 
tried hard to 
keep his word, Tuesday, shortly be- 
fore midnight, he engaged a room at 
the Higgins House, and that was the 
last seen of him until last evening. A 
few minutes after 7 o'clock Manager 
Huey of the hotel, suspecting' that 
something was wrong, forced the door 
of Letchter's room and 
found 
the 
lodger unconscious. Dr. W. J. Henes- 
ey was summoned and he pronounced 
the case one of opium poisoning and 
advised the landlord to send tie pa- 
tient to the hospital. 


When it was determined later in ths 
evening that Letcher's chances of re- 
covery were very small his brother 
ana his aged mother, who live in San 
Rafael, were summoned to his bed- 
side. 
The 
grief 
stricken mother, 


bowed by her infirmities, made a most 
pathetic picture as she kneeled toy the 
side of her son and begged piteously 
for his life, while the dying man's rnls- 
tJess stood at a respectful distance 
with her face turned from the weeping 
parent.

During the evening a number of 
Letcher's club friends called at the 
hospital and expressed great surprise 
at the rash -act 'he had committed. The 
mother and brother of the dying man 
remained at the hospital during the 
night. 
Letcher is « years of age. His wife 
died 
several years ago, 
leaving a. 


young son, who is now in Honolulu. 
He Is a director of the North Shore 
Road and the Mill Valley and Mt. 
Tamalpals Railway, in both of which 
he is a stockholder. It Is said that 
Letcier, had been drinking heavily for 
some time.

Boyd was horrified and disgusted to ob- 
serve, yesterday, -a Greek peanut peddler 
step to the fountain and wash his, grimy 
hands in the basin in which the drinking 
cup is kept.

PROFESSOR MOSES SAYS 


fHSTAKE WAS MADE 


PROFESSOR BERNARD MOSES. 


University Man Explains His Idea 


About Proper Wage of a 


Laboring Man. 


BERKELEY, July 13.—A great deal of 


discussion has resulted from Professor 
Bernard Moses' reported statement at 
the Taft "banquet: held In San Francisco 
recently to the effect that if America is 
to compete for trade of the world .the 
wages of American laborers must come 
down. 


Professor Moses has issued the fol- 


lowing explanation of the report:. 


, "The statement purported to have been 
made by me in private conversation with 
Senator Patterson at the Taft banquet 
s 
evidently a misquotation. Anybody 


knows: that there may be high wages 
and yet—such efficiency on the part of 
laborers that they may successfully com- 
pete with a'system of production when 
the wages are much lower. The reason 
of this, of course, is that the highly 
paid labor may be, relative to the wages 
paid, more efficient than the labor with 
low wages. This has, however, nothing 
to do with 
the .other question as to 


whether wages and standard of living 
in this country must tend to become 
equalized with those of other countries.

THE HOUSE THAT SAVES YOU MONEY. 


The refusal of .Judge Ogden this morn- 


ing to sign a final decree, of divorce in the 
matter of Jennie Page against Kufus B. 
Page of San Leandro has led to a peculiar 
state of affairs in the case which a year 
ago created a great deal of interest owing 
,to the.'discrepancy in the ages of the hus- 
band and wife and the ^charges made by 
the wife against her husband and upon 
which Judge Melvln granted her a decree 
of divorce. 
Yesterday the ypar' required to elapse 
between the granting of-an interlocutory 
and \final decree of divorce expired, and 
according to the Jaw, either party may 
como into court and ask for the entry of 
the final decree of'divorce. 
Rufus 
B. 
Page is at present seriously ill at his 
home at San Leandro, and as he is over 
seventy years of age, is believed to.be in 
a critical condition. Until • the flnal de- 
cree of divorce is entered, Jennie Page is 
still his wife, and if he should .die his 
estate would go to her, notwithstanding 
the interlocutory decree of divorce that 
has been granted her. 
For these reasons, Page is very desirous 
to have the flnal .decree entered and the 
final connections binding him to his for- 
mer wife severed, and to tbts end he in- 
structed Attorney Dudley J-Cinsel to peti- 
tion the court for the entry of the final 
decree, which was done this morning. 
Judge Ogden, 
however, has 
some 
qualms about granting .divorces general- 
ly, and he does not believe in granTing a 
final decree to the person against whom 
the decree runs, and when the 
matter 
was put before him this morning he re- 
fused under any circumstances to make a 
final entry of the decree unless it was 
asked for by Mrs. Page, to whom the de- 
cree was originally gran\ted. 


WOMAN AWAY. 


Mrs. 
Page at the- present -time is in- 
Alaska, but City Attorney McBlroy is her 
attorney. He was in court, was asked if 
he would-request Jor the entry of the 
decree, and, in order to protect any pos- 
sible interest his client might have in the 
estate of her husband, he refused. It is 


in this position that the matter 
still 
stands. 
- 
In' passing upon 
the matter, 
Judge 
Ogden said: "I am opposed generally to 
the issuing of a final decree to the per- 
son whom I believe has been in the 
wrong, and will suffer mandamus pro- 
ceedings first before I will sign such a 
decree."

JUDGES AWAY. 
Page's attorneys ordinarily would in all 
probability have little or no difficulty in 
getting one of the other judges to sign the 
ecree, but this being the period of court 
vacation, they are all of them away, and 
should Page die during the interim 
it 
would mean that Mrs. Page would be en- 
abled to get another slice of his estate. - 


Mrs. 
Jennie Page, 
who secured 
her 
freedom from Page after a hard-fought 
battle in the court, and a part of his 
money, married Page when she was about 
twenty years of age and he nearly sixty. 
She, 
to an extent, was homeless 
and 
friendless, and stated on the stand that 
while, she had not married him for love, 
that she respected him and was as good 
a wife to him as she was permitted to ba. 
She, 
however, said that she was never 
more than a wife in name to Page, and. 
that when he added abuse to his other 
shortcomings, she was forced 
to leave 
him, afte'r living with him for ten years. 
Pag-e had an -estate valued at about 
$13.000.and a settlement of their property 
rights was effected by her taking $4500 
in cash in lieu of any claim she might 
have upon him. ' Page, however, is very" 
anxious that she shall not get any mork 
of it, and-has provided for the disposition 
of the remainder, which in case 'be should 
die suddenly might be' thwarted by the 
reappearance of his widow, who, by dis- 
missing all her former proceedings, the 
case not being complete until the entry 
of the final decree, she could claim a full 
widow's share of what she left him with. 
Just what move Attorney Kinsel will 
make in the matter he has not yet de- 
cided upon, but as time is the essence of 
the business, he states he will do some- 
thing to: circumvent the peculiar condi- 
tion in which be finds himself.

Assassin Made Sure of 


the Death of Prefect 


of Police, 


MOSCOW, July 13.—The authorities 


here decline to disclose the identity 
of the assassin of Prefect of Police 
Shuvaloft last .Tuesday, but it is known 
that a very prominent and important 
political capture has been made. 


After the prisoner's escape from the 


police station, where he had. been con- 
fined as a political suspect some days 
previous to the assassination of the 
Prefect, ShuvaldfE set all the police of.
